Henceforth wo must seek national effi- 
ciency by a new and n better way, by 
the way of the orderly development 
and NSP, coupled with tho presirvntton, 
of our.national rcsour<'^s, by making 
the most of what we hnve for the ben- 
efit of all of us, Instcnd of Innvlm? the 
sources of material prosperity open to 
Indiscriminate exploitation. These are 
some of the reasons why it Is wise thnt 
we should abandon the old point ot 


tor recreation, camping, hunting-, fish- 
ing and similar purposes.

done, of course, without Injury to the 
timber, Tvhich has a value or at least 
a thousand million dollars.

Development of Waterways. 


One of the greatest of our conserva- 


tion problems Is' tho wise and prompt 
development and use of the waterways 
of this nation. The Twin Cities, lying 
as they do at the headwaters of the 
Mississippi, aro not upon the direct 
line of the proposed lakps-to-the-gulf 
deep waterway. 
Yet they are deeply 


interested in its prompt completion, 
as well as In the deepening and reg- 
ulation of tho Mississippi to the mouth 
of the Missouri and to the gulf. The 
project for a. great trunk waterway, 
an arm of the sea, extending from the 
Gulf of Mexico to the Great Lakes, 
should not be abandoned 
The lakes- 


to-the-gulf deep waterway, and the 
development of the rivers which flow' 
Into It, should be pushed to completion 
vigorously and without delay. But wo 
must recognize at the outset that there 
are certain conditions without which 
the people cannot hops to derive from 
It the benefits they have a right to 
expect. 


In nearly every river city from St. 


Paul to the gulf tha waterfront is con- 
trolled by tha railways. Nearly every 
artificial 
waterway 
in 
the United 


States, either directly or Indirectly, Is 
under llie same control. It goes with- 
out saying that unless the people pre- 
vent it in advance, the railways will 
attempt to take control of our water- 
ways as fast as they are improved arid 
completed; nor would I blame them 
If we, tho people, are supine in the 
matter. We must see to It that ade- 
quate terminals are provided in every 
city and town 
on every 
Improved 


waterway, terminals open xinder rea- 
sonable conditions to the xise of every 
citizen, and rigidly protected against 
monopoly; and wo must compel the 
railways to co-operate with the water- 
ways continuously, effectively, and un- 
der reasonable conditions. Unless we 
do so the railway lines will refuse to 
deliver freight to the boat lines, either 
openly or 
by imposing 
prohibitory 


conditions, snd 
the waterways once 


Improved will cJo comparatively little 
Jor tbe benefit nf the people who pay 
'the bill. 


Adequate terminals properly 
con- 


trolled and open through lines by rail 
and boat are two absolutely essential 
conditions to the usefulness of Inland 
waterway development. I believe fur- 
thermore that the railways should be 
prohibited from owning, controlling-, or 
carrying any Interest in the boat lines 
on our rivers, unless under the strict- 
est regulation and control of the inter- 
state commerce commission, so that 
the shippers' Interests may be fully 
protected. 


The National Forests. 


The people of the United States be- 


lieve In the complete and rounded de- 
velopment of Inland waterways for all 
the useful purposes they can be rnadn 
to serve. They believe also In forest 
protection and forest extension. The 
fight for our national forests in tlie 
west has boen won. After a campaign 
in which the women of Minnesota dirt 
work which should secure to them the 
perpetual gratitude of their state. Min- 
nesota. won her national forest, and 
will keep it; but the fight to create the 


the use ot water for these and other 
purposes 
by 
Individual sellers. 
I 


think that hereafter we may safely 
disregard any statements that the na- 
tional forests 
are 
withdrawn 
from 


settlement and use. 


A Country Life Institute. 


The 
investigations of the country 


life commission have led the farmers 
of this country to realize that they 
have not been getting their fair share 
of progress and ail thnt It brings. 
Some of the farming communities In 
the Mississippi 
valley and 
in 
the 


middle west 
have made marvelous 


progress, yet even the best of them, 
like communities of every other kind, 
are 
not beyond Improvement, while 


much needs to be done In some other 
sections to Improve country life. 
As 


yet wo kno\vx comparatively little of 
the basic facts of rural civilization. 
The means for Isetter farming we have 
studied with cftre, but to better living 
on the farm and to better_busincss on 
the farm the farmers themselves have 
given scant attention. One of the most 
urgent needs of 
our 
civilization is 


that the farmers 
themselves should 


undertake to get for themselves a bet- 
ter knowledge along these lines, and 
then to apply it. Sir Horace Plunk- 
ctt. for many years a Wyoming cattle- 
man, and now devoting 
himself 
In 


Ireland to the country 
life problem 


there, hfls suggested 
In his recent 


book on the "Country Lite Problem In 
America" the creation of .a country 
life Instlttitn ns a center where the 
work and knowledge of 
the 
whole 


world concerning country life, may be 
brought together for the use of every 
nation. 
I nm strongly in sympathy 


with this Idea, and I hope to see It 
carried out with tho co-operation and

Human Efficiancy. 


As a people we have not yet learned 


to economize. One of the virtues we 
Americans most need is thrift. It is a 
mere truism to say that luxury and 
extravagance are not good for a na- 
tion. So far as they affect character, 
the loss they cause may be beyond 
computation. 
But in tho material 


sense there is a loss greater than is 
caused by both extravagance and lux- 
ury put together. I mean the neflless, 
useless and excessive loss to our peo- 
ple from premature death and avoid- 
able diseases. Wholly apart from the 
grief, the suffering and the wretched- 
ness which they cause, the material 
loss each year has ben calculated a( 
nearly twice what It costs to run the 


deral government. 
In 
addition 
to 


10 state and city health officers and 
•ganizntions, there is urgently need- 
d a fefleral bureau of health, to act, 
0 far 
as 
the national government 


roperly -may, to relieve our people 
•om this dreadful'' burden.

One of the most important meetings 
our recent history was that of the 


overnors In the white house in May, 
908, 
to .consider 
the 
conservation 


uestion. By the advice of the gov- 
rnors the meeting was followed by 
he appointment of a national conser- 
atlon commission. 
The meeting of 


he governors directed the attention 
f the country "to conservation 
as 


othlng else could have done, while 
he work of the commission gave the 
lovement deflniteness and supplied It 
uh a practical program. But at the 
loment when the 
commission was 


eady to begin the campaign for put- 
ing Its program into effect an amend- 
ment to the sundry civil service bill 
vas introduced 
by a 
congressman 


rom Minnesota with the purpose of 
uttlng a. stop to the work so admlr- 
ihly begun. 
Congress passed the 


amendment. Its object was "to put an 
end to the work 6*- a number of com- 
missions, which had been appointed 
iy the president, and whose contribu- 
ion to the public welfare had been 
imply 
incalculable. 
Among these 


rere the commission for reorganizing 
he business methods of the govern- 
ment, the public 
lands commission, 


he country life commission and the 
national conservation commission It- 


When I signed the sundry civil 


service bill containing this 
amend- 


ment, I transmitted with It as my last 
official act a memorandum declaring 
.hat the amendment was void, because 
t was an unconstitutional 
Interfer- 
snce -with the rights of the executive, 
and that If I were to remain president 
1 would pay to it no attention what- 
ever. 


The national conservation commis- 


sion thereupon became dormant. The 
suspension of Its work came at z. most 
unfortunate time, and there was seri- 
ous danger that the progress already 
made would be lost. At this critical 
moment the National Conservation as- 
sociation was organized. 
It took up 


the work which otherwise would not 
have been done, and 
It exercised a 


most useful Influence 
In preventing 


legislation, in serurinc the intro- 


duction of better conservation meas- 
nr'-s nt the past session of congress, 
and In promoting the passage pf wise 
laws. It deserves the cnnfulenco and 
support of every ritir.en intcr"stPfl in 
(he wise development nnri pr"serva- 
tinn of our natural resources, and in 
preventing th?m from passing into th» 
h^nris of iinrontroll^rl monopolies. Tt

are on the verge of a period of great 
material, progress. The 
development 


of their natural resources—their for- 
ests, their mines, their water, and their 
soils—will create enormous wealth. It 
is to the mutual Interest of the United 
States and our sister American repub- 
lics that this development should be 
wisely done. 
Our manufacturing in- 


dustries offer a market for more and 
more of their natural wealth and raw 
material, while they will increasingly 
desire to meet the demand in com- 
mercial exchange. The more we buy 
from them, the more we shall sell to 
them. Their prosperity is inseparably 
Involved 
with 
our 
own. 
Thank 


Heaven, we of this continent "re now 
beginning to realize, what in the end 
the whole world will realize, thnt nor- 
mally It la a good thin?: for a nation 
to have its neighbor nations prosper. 
We of the United States are genuinely 
and heartily pleased to see growth and 
prosperity of Canada, In Mexico, In 
South America. 


It is clear that unless the govern- 


ments of our southern neighbors take 
steps In tho near future by wise legis- 
lation to control the development ,inc 
use of their natural resources, thes 
Will probably fall Into the hands o 
concessionaires and promoters, whose 
single purpose, without regard to the 
permanent welfare of 
the 
land In 


which they work, will he to make th> 
most possible money In the shortest 
possible time. There will he a shame- 
ful waste, destructive loss, and short- 
sighted disregard of the future, as w 
have learned by bitter experience here 
at home. 


Unless the governments of all the 


American republics. Including our own, 
enact In time such laws as will both 
protect their natural wealth anfl pro- 
mote their legitimate and reasonable 
development, future generations 
will 


owe their misfortunes to us of today. 
A groat patriotic duty calls upon us. 
We owe It to ourselves and to them 
to give the American republics all the 
help we can. The cases In which we 
have failed should be no less Instruc- 
tive than the cases In which we have 
succeeded. With prompt action and 
good will the task of saving the re- 
sources for the people Is full of hope 
for all of us. 


State and Federal Control. 


But while we of the United States 


are anxious, as I believe we are able, 
to be of assistance to' others, there 
are problems of our own which we 
must not overlook. One of the most 
important conservation questions af 
the moment relates to the control of 
water power monopoly In the public 
Interest. There Is apparent to the ju- 
dicious observer a distinct tendency on 
the part of our opponents to cloud the 


jpment under conditions just alike tc 
h« public, and to the men who will 
do the developing. If there is delay, 
the responsibility for it rests, not on 
he men who made the withdrawals to 
protect the public interest, but on 
hose who prevent congress from pass- 
ng wise legislation, and so putting an 
end to the need for withdrawals. 


Abuses committed In the name of a 


ust cause are familiar to all of us. 
Many unwise things ar* done and 
many unwise measures are advocated 
n the name 
of conservation, either 


:hrough Ignorance or by those whose 
nterest lies 
cot 
in promoting the 


movement, but in retarding It. 
For 


example, to stop water power develop- 
ment by needless refusal to Issue per- 
mits for water power or private Irri- 
gation work on the public lands in- 
evitably leads many men, friendly to 
conservation and believers in Its ?«ft- 
:ral 
principles, 
to 
assume that it» 


practical application is necessarily a 
check upon progress. 
Nothing could 


be more mistaken, 
circulated of late, 
means locking up 


The Idea, widely 
that conservation 
the 
natural re- 


issue by raising the question of state 
as against federal jurisdiction. 
We 


ara ready to meet that issue If It Is 
forced upon us. But there is no hope 
for the plain people in such conflicts 
of jurisdictions. The essential ques- 
tion is not one of hair-splitting legal 
' technicalities. It Is simply this: Who 


can best regulate the special Interests 
for the public good? 
Most 
of 
the 


predatory corporations are interstate 
or have Interstate affiliations. There- 
fore they are largely out of reach of 
effective state control, and fall of ne- 
cessity within the federal jurisdiction. 
One of the prime objects 
of 
those 


among them that are grasping 
and 


greedy is to avoid any effective con- 
trol either by state or nation; and 
they advocate at this time state con- 
trol simply because they believe it to 
be the least effective. 
In the great 


fight of the people to drive the specla: 
Interests from the dominion of oui 
government, the nation is stronger and 
its jurisdiction Is more effective than 
that of any state. 
The most effectiv 


weapon against these great corpora- 
tions, most of which are financed and 
owned on the Atlantic coast will be 
federal laws and the federal executive 
That is why I so strongly oppose the 
demand to turn these matters over i 
the states. It is fundamentally a de 
man<3 against the Interest of the plain 
people, of the people of small means 
against the Interest of our children 
and our children's children; and it i 
primarily in the Interest of the grea 
corporations which desire to escape a 
government control. 


The Conservation Fight 


One of the difficulties in putting in 


to practice the conservation Idea i 
that the field to which it applies i 
constantly growing in the public mind 
It has been no slight task to bring be 
fore 90.000.000 people a great con 
ception like that of conservation, an, 
convince them that it is right. . Thi 
much we have accomplished. 
Bu 


there remains much to be cleared up 
and many misunderstandings to be re 
moved. These misunderstandings ar 
due in part at least to direct misrep 
rr-sentation by the men to whose in 
terest it is that conservation shoul 
not prosper. For example, we find 
constantly said by men who shoi-i 
know better, that 
temporary with 


rtrawals. such as the withdrawals o 
co,il lands, will permanently check de 
velopment. Tet tbe fact Is that thes 
withdrawals have no .purpose excep 
to prevent the coal lands from passin 
into private ownership until congres 
can pass la.ws to open them to deve 


sources for the exclusive use of later 
generations, is wholly mistaken. 
Our 


purpose is to make full use of these 
resources, but to consider our »on« 
and daughters. a» well as ourselves; 
just as a farmer uses his farm In -wayi 
to preserve Its future usefulness. Con- 
servation Is the road to national effi- 
ciency, and it stands for ample and 
wise development. 


But In spite 
of 
these difficulties, 


most of which are doubtless inevitable 
in any movement of this kind, conser- 
vation has made marvelous progr«««. 
I have been astounded and delighted on 
my return from abroad at the progress 
made whil* I was away. We have a 
right to congratulate ourselves on this 
marvelous progress; but there IB no 
reason for believing that the fight !• 
won. 
In the beginning the special In- 


terests, who are our chief opponent! 
in the conservation fight, paid little 
heed to tho movement, because they 
neither understood it, nor saw that it 
It won they must lose. But with the 
progress of conservation in the minds 
of our people, tho flght Is getting 
sharper. The nearer we approach to 
victory, the bitterer 
the opposition 


that we "must meet, and the greater 
the need for caution and watchfulness, 


pen opposition we can overcome, but 
warn you especially against the men 
ho come to congresses such as this, 
jtenslbly as disinterested citizens, but 
dually as the paid agents of the spe- 
al interests. 
I heartily approve the 


ttltudo of any corporation, 1nter- 
sted in the deliberations of a. meeting 
uch as this, -which comes hither to 
dvocate, by 
its 
openly accredited 


gents, views -which 
it believes the 


.eetlng should have in mind. But I 
ondemn with equal readiness the ap- 
earance of a corporate agent before 
nd convention who does not declare 
imself frankly as 'such. 
This congress is a direct appeal to 


he patriotism ot our -whole people. • 
he nation wisely looks to such gath- 
rlngs for counsel and leadership. Let 


leadership 
be 
sound, 
definite,' 


radical, and on the side of all the 
eople. 
It would be no Email mle- 


ortune if - a meeting 
such - as . this 


hould ever fall into the hands of the 
pen enemies or false friends of the 
reat movement -which it represent!. 


Conclusion. 


It is our duty and our desire to make 


his land o£ ours a better home for the 
ace, but our duty does not stop there. 
We must also work for a better na- 
ion rto live in this better land. 
The 


.evelopment 
of conservation 
of our 


ational character and our free insti- 
utions must go hand in hand with 
he development and conservation of. 
>ur natural resources which the gov- 
ernors' conference so well called the 
oundations of our prosperity. What- 
ever progress we may make as a na- 
;on, -whatever wealth we may accu- 
mulate, however far we may push I 
mechanical development and produc- 
tion, we shall 
never 
reach a point 


where our -welfare can depend in -the 
ast anals-sis on anything but honesty, 
courage, loyalty and good citizenship. 
The homely virtues are the lasting 
virtues, and the road which leads to 
them is the road to genuine and last- 
ng-success. 


What this country needs is what 


every free country must set before it 
as the great goal toward which it 
works—an equal opportunity for Ufa, 
liberty and the. pursuit of happiness 
for every 
one 
of 
Its citizens. 
To 


achieve this end we must put a stop 
to the improper political dominion, no 
Itss than to the improper economic 
dominion of the great special inter- 
ests. 
This country, its natural re- 


sources, Its natural advantages, Its 
opportunities and its -institutions, be- 
long to all its citizens. They cannot 
be enjoyed fully and freely under any 
government in which the special In- 
terests as such have a voice. The su- 
preme political task of our day, the; 
indispensable condition Of national ef- 
ficiency and national welfare, is to 
drive the special interests out of. our 
public life.

be backed by the individuals and one 
must ask himself what urn-1 cloinj to 
help in the strengthening of thn cause 
and the betterment of our conditions 
and standing in the minds of the pub- 
lic? We must take action on the child 
labor question as it Is going to direct- 
ly effect all business interests of the 
future and in practically all conditions 
which exist that are not of the best, 
t is the aim or organized labor to 
better them, and the Organizations are 
:ontenclins to better these in all ways 
possible." 


Evils of Child Labor. 


Mrs. Sarah 
Crossfleld, of Muncie, 


forcefully assailed the evils of child 
labor, which she declared ih_e most 
vital question before the people today. 
"It Is considered a crime," said Mrs. 
Crossfleld, "and one of the worst on 
record, for people to deprive children 
of educations due them, and the con- 
ditions 
existing 
in 
many 
factories 


which employ child labor are being 
overlooked by the mass of people. The 
conditions of the home life are also 
undergoing a change by the employ- 
ment of girls In stores and such con- 
djttons are ever hecoming worse. By 
their employment in such places they 
find no chance 
to 
accomplish any 


learning along lines 
or 
home 
life, 


and the results are dally shown on 
the streets, where such women an£ 
girls are turned. The work of organ- 
ized labor arid the work of the Wom- 
an's Union Label league is directed 
towards aiding in all such cases anc 
the elimination of such conditions, anc 
the work will only be accomplished 
through these organized efforts which 
throughout history have been the only 
means of accomplishing any large ef- 
forts." 


Start Work in Home Life. 


0. P. Smith, of Logansport, asseft- 


ed his belief that It must be through 
the- home life that organized labor 
will accomplish Its best aims, and he 
advised starting work from that point 
In part Mr. Smith said: 


"In our contests between labor and 


capital it must not be forgotten that 
our cause must not be won by brutal 
force,

achievements, and the work we ac- 
complish through these channels will 


•>e of more benefit to our forces thnn 
that accomplished in nny other man- 
ner.

er yet has any gigantic labor ques- 
tion not been submitted for arbitra- 
tion by the classes of organized labor. 
There is a reason why labor laws fail 
and why labor organizations are look- 
ed down on, and that is for the failure 
to obtain and be backed by public 
opinion. Our forces must stand allte 
to one' another for the accomplishmen 
of ouripurpose, and not until that tlm 
will tliey be accomplished."

Methodism in Fort Wayne. 


These exercises make timely a men- 


tion of something of the history of 
Methodism in Fort Wayne, it being one 
of the pioneer religious denominations 
in this part of the state, its history in 
Allen county dating back to 1824. 


It was in that year one o£ its pioneer 


local preachers, James Hehrmn. cam' 
to this frontier settlement from cen 
tral Indiana and purchased a farm in 
what is now our Nebraska section of 
the city. There he built a log cabin. 
He was zealous in Christian work, la- 
boring with his hands during the week 
and preaching on Sundays, the reli- 
gious services being held in his own 
home and homes of other pioneers. 


It was not until 1S27. however, that 


a regularly nrrlninefl Methodist minis- 
ter came here. This was Rev. James 
Hnrgaves. a missionary, who period- 
ically visited Fort Wayne until 1SS1. 
organizing a congregation here in 1SP.O. 
Its first pastor was Rev. Nphemiah 
Griffith, a circuit ridor. this being one 
of sever.nl con.erpzntions in this section 
Of the country of which he hart charge.

lowed him in rhnrae of the congrepa-

earnest Christian men. 


It was not until 1836 that the Meth- 


odists here made an attempt to build 
a house of worship here and it was not 
until 1S40 that they succeeded in get- 
ting it. It was a small frame building 
at the corner of Berry and Harrison 
streets, where the Anthony hotel now 
stands. 
It gave place in 1860 to a 


brick structure that stood until 1903 
when the congregation built at the 
corner of Wayne and Lafayette streets.

to

labor. 
The conflict between capital 


and labor is a fancied conflict, not a 
real one, for capital is but the servant 
of labor and only suffers when labor 
first suffers for want of employment, 
to engage it in its proper fields of ac- 
tivity. 
Capital must be protected in 


its auxiliary relation to labor else it 
would recede from active participa- 
tion in the advancement of every in- 
dustry. 
But capital must not be pro- 


tected at the expense of labor, for its 
usefulness to society depends upon the 
constant and peaceful employment ol 
labor. 
Of what use is capital unless 


by proper protection it be invited out 
of seclusion and into the avenues o 
trade and the mechanical industries as 
o. measure of values in exchange 
whether it be in exchange of commodi- 
ties or in exchange of labor that pro* 
duces more commodities, except 
fo 
1 


the equitable and just protection o 
both capital and labor. 
Their right 


are reciprocal and without they go 
hand in hand in the pursuits of the 
country's business, serious results al- 
ways follow."
